1. At your request I have reviewed the a erence

I have not been exposed. The consensus of our view is that the 
ere preoeS MGk appear to take into account certain realities of 
he Intelligence ommunity applicable to certain security/clear- 
ance processes. Or example: CIA does accept NIS background 
investigations. (None conducted since 1972 when DIS was estab- 
lished). These NIS/DIS BIs are accepted for visits to CIA. 
However, if the Subject of the BI is to be assigned to CIA, we 
naturally review the BI against the standards of DCID 1/14 and 
"fill in the gaps" or update, as well as conduct a polygraph if 
applicable. 


2. With regard to acceptance of DoD adjudication of secur- 
ity investigations, the CIA does, in almost all circumstances, .... 
accept the DoD conclusions concerning clearability of a person. 
Rarely will we find, in government, any person not acceptable 
for access who has already been DoD approved. 


Be el stressed that first and foremost, the 
responsibilities of the Senior Intelligence Officer (SIO) as 
set out in DCID 1/14 must be understood in order to see how 
the DoD adjudication works. Each Intelligence Community (IC) 
organization has its own SIO, who must fulfill his responsi- 
bilities within the charter of his Organization. With res- 
pect to DCID 1/14 the SIO must: 


a) Exercise waivers of investigative coverage - 
Paragraph 6 of DCID 1/14;

b) Exercises waiver of citizenship requirement - 
Paragraph 7 of DCID 1/14; 


c) Deal with reinvestigations and the scope of 
reinvestigations - Paragraph 13 and 14 of DCID 1/14; 


d) Adjudication of investigative reports against 
Standards - Paragraph 15 of DCID 1/14 


4, Since the working circumstances of each SIO currently 
differs from one agency to the next (i.e., some have their own 
investigative staffs and others must rely on outside assistance 
such as FBI or OPM), the manner in which the SIO approaches, 
processes and resolves his investigative/security problems 
differs depending on the charter of the instant agency.

6. It goes without Saying that industry will have a strong 
tendency to support those agencies leaning toward further mini- 
mization of existing standards. Last but not least, we should 
keep in mind that DCID 1/14 sets the minimum standards for in- 
vestigative coverage and it is the specific agency's SIO who 
chooses to meet or exceed that minimum in deciding clearability 
within his agency. 
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
